And whereas by an A& of ParFiament of Ireland, mad<- in the 
Twenty-foil and Twenty-fecond Years of the Reign of His prefent 
; 2 intituled, “ An AS for enlarging the Time for Trials by 

JNffi Prius m the City of Dublin and County of Dublin, and for 
making the Procefs of the .Court of Exchequer more effectual 
againlt Perfons who being ferved therewith refufe to appear ” 
It is, among other Things, Enafted, That in all Cafes, from and after 
pafimg the faid Aft, where a Subpoena or Subpoenas ihall ifftie out 
of the Pleas or .Common Law Side of the faid Court, requiring any 
Defendant or Defendants to appear thereto, and that fuch Defendant 
or Defendants, being duly ferved therewith according to the 
then Pradhce or Courfe of the faid Court, ffiould fuffer Procefs of 
Contempt to a Serjeant at Arms to be entered againft him, her, or ' 
them, for not appearing on fuch Service, the faid Court, upon the 
attachment of the Serjeant at Arms being filed with the proper 
Officer of the faid Court, with a Return made thereon by the Ser- 
jeant at Arms of the faid Court, that the faid Defendant or Defend- 
ants is or are not to be found, ffiould and might, in every fuch Cafe 
appoint an Attorney to enter an Appearance or Appearances for 
fuel. Defendant or Defendants io in Contempt, and upon the faid 
Appearance or Appearances being fo entered, the PlaintifFor Plain- 
tiffs at whole Suit the laid Subpoena or Subpoenas ffiould have 
lilued, ffiould, be at liberty, forthwith to. file- his a her, or their De 
deration and to proceed thereon to Judgment, and iffue Execu- 
tion, as effedually as if fuch Defendant or Defendants had duly and 
actually appeared on the Service of fuch Subpoena or Subpoenas:

Provided always, and it is hereby further Enafled by the Autho- 
rity aforefaid, That no Plaintiff (hall enter a Common Appearance, 
or file Common Bail for any Defendant, unlefs the Plaintiff (hall 
make Affidavit, or his Attorney (hall certify in Writing, that fuch 
Plaintiff or Attorney,(as the Cafemaybe) knowsrhe Perfon fo fwear- 
ing to fuch Service, and that fuch Plaintiff or Attorney :(hs the Cafe 
may be) believes that fuch Procefs has been perfonally ferved on the 
Defendant at fuch Time as fuch Perfon (hall have fworn to, and in 
which Affidavit or Certificate (as the; Cafe may be) the Addition 
and Place of Refidence of the Perfon fo (wearing to fuch Service 
(hall be inferted ; which faid Certificate or Affidavit (as the Cafe 
may be) (hall be filed gratis.
